That being the case, Canada’s action 
in cashing its British-held bonds is a dir- | 
ect and very substantial measure of assist- 
ance to Britain. Assistance which the 
Canadian taxpayer will be none the less 
glad to render because by the transaction 
he will save 112 per cent interest per year 
on the amount of the bonds.

Italy is one of the great riddles of Europe 
Thus far in the war she has been in the Axis but 
not of i Surprisingly enough, both sides seem 
to welcome the dubious position now being 
maintained by Mussolini. Hitler insists Italian 
neutrality is in accordance with his wishes, while 
Britain and France are studious- 
ly polite in any reference they 
make to Il Duce. They know it 
would be political folly on a 
monumental scale to set out on a policy of pro- 
vocation against Italy, when German power still 
remains erect and formidable. 

French generals are on record as welcoming 
the neutrality of Italy, at least in the early stages 
of the war. No matter what tactical advantages 
Mussolini's policy may confer upon Hitler, in 
immobilizing the Mediterranean as a zone of 
conflict, the Allied powers cannot change the 
Situation unless they consent to an act of aggres-

April Of 1915

| LONDON, Oct. 21—Expresseé 
belief of the British war office 
that Germany intends to use 
poison gas recalls the heroic stand 
| of the Canadian troops against 
that deadly weapon when it was 


| first used in the last war. 
| The war office has based its bee 
| lie f on German allegations that Brit+ 
ain supplied Poland with poison gas. 
This hag been categorically denied 
by the British government. 

Prelude to the use of asphyxiat- 
ing gas in the first Great War was 
the false German statement of 
April, 1915, that Britain had used 
gas-filled shells and bombs. Five 
days later—April 22—-Germany used 
this weapon for the first time. 
| For a harrowing week Cana- 

dians north-east of Ypres bore the 

full brunt of German chemical 
warfare. Their stalwart resist- 
ance prevented a break-through 
of German forces which might 
have had serious consequences, 

Had the Germans smashed the al- 

lied line they might have reached 

the Belgian coast and eventually 
gained command of the Belgian 
side of the Straits of Dover. 

When the deadly clouds of 
nauseating gas drifted across into 
| the Allied trenches, French African 
| territorials who held line to 
the left of the Canadians broke and 


the 


fled. The Canadian division, at- 
tached to the Fifth Army Corps 
held firm and later counter-attack- 
ed, holding up the German ad- 
vance, 

Retreat of the African troops, 
however, exposed their flank, en- 
abling the enemy to cross the Yser 
Cana] and force the Can ns to 
fight on three fronts. Retreat was 
inevitable, 

The Canucks yielded slowly 


and stubbornly, 
piece of territory. Two days later 
came another gas attack, but 
again it failed to rout the Can- 
adian troops. They held on for 
five more days until British re- 
inforcements arrived April 29. 

Meanwhile seasoned French 
| troops filled the gap on the left. 

It was back to that grim begin- 
ning of the use of this weapon that 
British memories were sent yester- 
day on the appearance of a war of- 
fice communique. And observers
